IN THE HORRIBLE GLOOM. 


The convicted men were taken into the 
director’s oflice of the prison, where they 
were allowed to take leave of their 
friends,several accompanying them from 
Iudianapolis to the prison. A Courier- 
Journal reporter was allowed to go into 
the room and converse 4 short time with 
the prisoncrs. This he could do the 
more readily, as he had attended their 
trials at Indianapolis, and had aspeaking 
acquaintance with the prisoners. Oa 
enlering the room the first man noticed 
by the reporter was Albert McGrilf, the 
gauzer. lie was sitting on a smoking 
lounge with his face buried in his hands, 
the picture of grief and despair. [he 
reporter touched him lightly on the 
shoulder, when he started and raised his 
head. His face looked careworn and 
haggard, and his eyes were suffused with 
tears. He isan old man, tbe frosts of 
sixty winters having whitened his hair. 
He has an open, frank and honest coun- 
tenance, and would be taken for a gen- 
tleman whenever and wherever met. 

“Mr. McGriff, lam sorry tosee you 
here, | believed that you were more 
sinned againstthau sioning, and hoped 
you would pull through.” > on 

“It was no use; my counsel did every- 
thing they could tor me.” 

Altera pause he continued: ‘My God, 
to think that I should ever come to a 
place like this; it will kill me. 

MY HEART IS CRUSHED Now.” 

He spoke in a voice deep with emo- 
tion, and was greatly agitated. Words 
of checr were spoken to him by the re- 
porter, but they fell on the earsof a mis- 
erable and broken hearted old man. 

‘If it were not fur my poor wife and 
son I believe I could stand it, but to 
think of the disgrace brought upon them 
is more than 1 can bear. It will kill my 
wife. She is sick pow and this will kill 
her, but there is one- consolation, she 
knows lam innocent of the charge. J. 
Bingham Jied on me—cruclly and mali- 
ciously Jied. He never paid me a dollar 
in his life, and he knows it well. Byron 
Bingham, his brother, told me at the 
Grand hotel in Indianapolis, inthe pres 
ence of the United States marshal that 
he knew nothing against me, and he did 
not believe 1 was in the ring. 1 spoke 
of this atterwards when John Bingham 
found it out, and that is why he swore 
that his brother byroa knew nothing 
about the money he (John Bingham) 
swore that he paid me. While 1 was at 
home sick, they raised the stamps and 
did the ‘‘dumpmg”’ on me, and | swear 
to youthat I am an innocent man.” 

‘Ibe above was given to the reporter 
in a broken voice, and the speaker 
would often pause in its nsrration. He 
said that his wife was fifty-eight years 
old, and that he bad been married thirty 
years. Was warm inthe praise of his 
son, who had stood nobly by him during 
his long trial. McGriff was well known 
and highly respected at Evansville, be- 
ing for seven years the city clerk of that 
place and a leading member of the 
Presbyterian church. His trial and con- 
viction have told heavily upon him, and 
those who know him well state that he 
looked ten years older yesterday than he 
did two months ago. He is a man of 
high nervous temperament, and it was 
with the utmost difficulty that ae could 
keep up yesterday. He was almost en- 
urely let down. With all this he has 
the heart disease, and it isthe general 
opinion among his friends that he will 
not long survive his imprisonment. He 
is indeed to be pitied.

James K. Hill displayed more tiue grit 
yesterday tban the other prisoners, He 
seemed cheer.ul, and said that ne had 
made up his mind to stand it, and that 
he cou'!d stand as much as any other liv- 
ing man. 

Hill is a pleasant, gentlemanly looking 
person, with heavy black, glossy whis- 
kers. When playfully told thatit won'd 
be hard on him to lose hs fine whiskers, 
he said: ‘‘They won’! cut off my whis- 
kers, willtbey?’ and exhibited some 
emotion. When told that they would 
be cut, he said that he was sorry, as he 
had always bidden an ugly scar on his 
right cheek with his whiskers. Hill has 
an extensive acquaintance in Indiana, 


and is well kaown inthis city. He was 
deputy revenue collector at Evansville. 
He asserted his innocence yesterday, and 
before he was sentenced at Indianapolis 
Tuesday, through his counsel, W. P. 
Fishback, presented the following note 
to Judge Gresham: . 

‘*With duegdeference to your honor, 
and the jury that found me guilty, I say 
now, in the presence of God and the 
world, that 1 am not guilty, During my 
connection with the revenue department 
I have worked faithfully in the interests 
of the government. I askfor the sake 
of my family tnat your wi!l be as merci- 
ful asthe circumstances will permit. -

The court held that Hill’s speech was 
of a deeper dye than the other revenue 
officers, since his position was a higher 
one, and the trust eee higher one. 
Hill claims that he worked honestly and 
faithfully for the covernment. e is 
forty-three years old, and has a wife and 
eight children, but his friends will not 
allow them to suffer.

THE CLCSING DREADFUL SCENE, 

Atter the prisoners had shaken hands 
With their friends and bid them good- 
bye, they were marched out of tbe office. 
inte thé prisoners’ reception room by 
Deputy Wardeu Craig. They were there 
re‘ieved of such articles asithey had about 
them which it was contrary to the rules 
for them to keep. Warden Howard held 
no conversation with the prisoners, and 
will treat them just us the regulation re- 
quires. They were next taken to the 
prison barber, where their hair was cut 
und their whiskers shaved off. They 
were then taken to the clothing depart- 
ment and the zebra.cr. striped convicts’ 
guils given them, which (hey put on, and 
which altered them so much that they 
were scarcely recognizable. When fully 
rigged out they were taken to the house 
and assigned their quartcrs and cots. 
They will not at present have apy work 
to do, as the convicts are all idle. 

The fate of thesc men is a terrible and 
fearful lesson to men now occupying 
positions of trust and honor, and should 
be carefully heeded. Upon the presump- 
tion that they were all dishonest and 
deserve their fate, it is sad to think of 
their present misery and the terrible 
disgrace, humiliating siame and dcep 
anguish they have brought upon them- 
selves and their wives and children. 
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NEW DiIMONSTRATIONS 
Views of Mc Baid and Senator Cobpk- 
lang On the Third Term Question 
— The Piesident’s Iatentions 
aus Stated by Himse!f.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1, 1876. 

The third term has broke loose again 
today under the joint auspices of Sena- 
tor Conkling and the notorious Sam 
Bard. The latter madea speech before 
the Southern Republican association this 
evening, In the course of which he said: 

‘‘in my opinion General Grant i: the 
only man who can save the republican 
party and complete the work of recon- 
ciliation. The present democratic con- 
gress is proof that the south is not yet 
reconstructed. We may bave bloodshed 
in the canvass. We must stand by our 
colors. If the democrats do not go toa 
political hell, then there is no God.” 

Mr. Bard had a crowded audience of 
nine mcn, including the Herald reporter, 
¢ Senator Conkling is neither so bloody- 
mjaded nor so puvlic gs Bard in his 
titird term manifestations, His argu- 
ments, as made to an eastern politician 
yesterday, were to the cflect that Gen. 
Grant is the strongest man in the party, 
the easiest to elect, and the only candi- 
date who could carry any of the south- 
ern states. With any other candidate, he 
thought, no southern state could be 
carried by the republicans, and the re- 
sult-of the election would be in great 
doubt. He believed General Grant to 
be gaining constantly in popularity and 
thought the amnesty debate in the house 
had strengthened the desire of the people 
to renominate him. 

la connection with this there is a curi- 
ous report which comes from the friend 
of a prominent lawyer of this city who 
has long had confidential relations at the 
White House. This gentleman 1s au- 
thority for a statement that within a 
weck the president has had a very free 
talk with one of his friends in regard to 
the third term question, in which the 
president is said to have said that, if at 
the time of the meeting of the conven- 
tion, he felt that the chances were favor- 
able to his nomination he would certain. 
ly be a candidate and allow his friends 
to press his nomination. From ail 
present appearances, be felt convinced 
that the southern delegations would bea 
unit for him, and that his friends in the 
north would probably be able, with this 
solid vote, to control the balance of 
power and final character of the con- 
vention. In case they were not able to 
do this, he felt convinced thut he could 
hame-his successor, and fully intended 
todoso. Afterfurther conversation the 
president said that in this last contingen- 
cy the person nominated would be one 
who had not yet been prominently 
considered in connection with the nom- 
ination. 

Recalling the names of prominent can- 
didates, he said that as to Mr. Blaine, 
while there was some little probability 
of his nomination, his (Grant’s) strength 
would net be thrown for him. Senator 
Morton would not receive it, and there 
was little probability of his carrying the 
convention. The president was then 
asked by his visitor: 

‘*W hat of Bristow?” : 
In reply he said that least of all wh 
had been named would he receive any 
iudorsement or help from him. In his 
opinion Mr. Bristow has used his office 
for his own political advancement and in 
such a way as to be exceedingly distaste- 
fulto him, andhe did not propose to 
afford such an official any help in pro- 
moting his ambitions. ‘The contingency 
to be called upon to name the candidate, 
in consequence of his own failure to re- 
ceive the nomination, seemed io be 
regarded as very remote by the president, 
while there appeared to him to be a cer- 
tainty of his receiving the solid support 
of the south and enough from 
the north to compel his nomination. 
This story of tbe president’s conversa- 
tion is given as it is reported at second 
hand by afriend of the gentleman to 
whom the remarks are said to have been 
addressed.
